Although many of the calculations for antenna are very g 
good where there is plenty room and great grounding , they often don't hold up for ant- 
ennas thathave to be hidden or used aparingly at the opportune moments. So as is point 
ed out if your conditions don't quite fit the conventional standards, try it anyway it 
might work, The opportunity for working out of an apartment becomes as varied as there 
are apartment houses, Each location ig different . Don't give up too easily, sometimes 
only a very small change will make a big difference, If the worst comes to pass, exper-= 
iment with mobile installations or temporary partable sites, I highly recommend that 
you read Peter's article,
